is  trebled  and.  there  is  an  increase  in  the  accident  rate. 

All  cases  where  arrangements  can  be  made  beforehand  are 
now  dealt  with  by  Truro,  and  the  local  ambulance  deals  only 
with  local  calls  and  emergencies  during  the  summer  months.

There  is  a  growing  demand  for  this 
service  which  is  difficult  to  satisfy  owing  to  competitive 
demands  from  hotels  and  Cafes.  It  has  proved  to  be 
impossible  to  provide  help  to  tuberculous  homes  where  the 
need  is  on  occasions  very  great.  Thanks  are  due  to  Mrs. 
Davey  who  has  arranged  this  service. 

The  only  hospital  in  the  area  is  the  Newquay  Hospital  which 
deals  with  general  medical  and  surgical  cases.  Maternity 
cases  are  sent  to  Redruth  an^-  Infectious  Diseases  requiring 
special  treatment  and  isolation  go  to  Truro.  The  Royal 
Cornwall  Infirmary  is  available  for  specialist  investigation.

SECTION  C 

SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OE  TTTE  DISTRICT. 


The  Urban  District  is  supplied  by  the  Newquay  &  District  Water 
Company,  and  the  supply  is  obtained  from  the  following  sources  : 

(a)  Mine  shafts  at  Toldish  and  Parka  with  an  intake  at  St. 

Columb  Road.  The  latter  supply,  I  S'  chlorinated  at  source 
to  provide  for  consumers  en  route  to  Cosworth.  The  mine 
supplies  gravitate  to  Raw  Water  Reservoir  at  Cosworth  from 
which  the  supply  to  the  Town  is  filtered  through  pressure 
filters  and  given  chlorine  treatment. 

(b)  Supply  from  Trewollack  mine  shaft  is  filtered  and  treated 
on  these  works  before  passing  to  storage  at  Fairpark,  a 
supplementary  supply  is  available  from  Cosworth,  being  treated 
through  the  same  plant. 

(c)  Supply  from  the  Forth  stream  is  filtered  and  treated  at 
the  Rialton  Works,  thus  passing  to  Eairpark  to  supply. 

(d)  An  occasional  supply  from  Mount  Wise  mine  shaft  is 
chlorinated  when  in  use. 

The  new  Fairpark  Reservoir  was  brought  into  use  in  the  early  part 
of  1952.  The  old  Fairpark  Reservoir  has  had  a  n ew  floor  and 
is  being  completely  reconstructed  and  will  be  placed  in  service 
daring  April  1953- 

Fifteen  new  flushing  hydrants  were  fixed  during  1952  and  new 
mains  were  laid  to  Doublestiles  Housing  Site  and  Leader  Rd. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  samples  have  been  taken  of  the 
raw  water  during  the  past  year.  During  the  second  half  of 
the  year  an  average  of  two  bacteriological  samples  per  week 
have  been  taken  and  have  proved  satisfactory. 

The  water  has  no  potential  plumbo  solvent  action. 

1370  premises  have  tap  water  supply  and  there  is  in  addition 
150  stand  pipes. 

Results  of  analyses  of  samples  of  water  may  be  found  in  the 
Sanitrary  Inspector's  Report  attached. 

The  routine  testing  and  inspection  of  drains  and  sewers  has  been 
carried  out,  and  the  results  are  to  be  found  in  the  Annual 
Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  undermentioned  sewage 
works-  were  inspected  during  the  year  (these  works  are  under  the 
control  of  the  Surveyor's  Department  and  are  also  inspected  at 
intervals  by  Officers  of  the  County  Council.

The  St.  Columb  Porth  system  is  still  unsatisfactory  despite 
the  fact  that  some  work  has  been  done  to  extend  the  outfall 
into  the  sand  on  the  beach.  At  certain  seasons  of  the  year 
the  height  of  the  sand  is  lower  than  the  end  of  the  pipe  and 
its  effluent  flows  on  to  the  beach. 


The  Gusti-veor  system  is  seriously  overloaded  and  the  new 
houses  at  Doublestiles  have  increased  the  flow. 


Pernpit  still  discharges  sewage  into  the  Gannel  and  the  land 
semi-treatment  works  at  Trencreek  and  St.  Columb  Minor  are 
very  bad. 


Ponding  on  the  beach  at  Crantock  from  the  sewage  works 
effluent  and  stream  still  exists.

Practically  all  dwellinghouses  in  the  area  are  on  a  water 
carriage  system. 


PUBLIC  Collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  is  under  the  charge  of  the 

CLEANSING  Council’s  Surveyor. 


The  tip  at  Trevenson  is  now  discontinued  and  a  new  tip  has 
been  found  in  a  Quarry  at  Gusti-veor.  Much  money  is  being 
spent  on  providing  sand  as  a  covering  material  for  this  tip, 
and  in  the  end  the  Council  (after  paying  rent  for  it)  have 
improved  a  property  which  must  be  handed  back  to  the  Owner. 
It  would  be  better  policy  if  the  Council  were  to  buy  and 
improve  derelict  land  for  use  as  playing  fields  at  a  later 
date. 


LITTER.  During  the  season  there  is  a  great  deal  of  litter  in  the

During  the  year  99  children  of  all  ages  were  immunised  for  the 
first  time  and  31  were  given  booster  doses. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  percentage  protected  under  5  years  of 
age  is  lower  than  the  figure  quoted  for  1951.  Although  the  numbers 
protected  are  probably  in  excess  of  those  shown,  owing  to  failures  ©p 
the  Doctors  in  reporting,  there  is  little  doubt  that  immunisation 
has  become  less  popular  and  that  the  number  protected  is  falling  to 
the  danger  level.  It  cannot  be  emphasised  too  often  that  diphtheria 
can  still  kill  and  that  the  people  by  their  apathy  are  creating  the 
conditions  for  this  to  happen. 

Immunisation  can  be  readily  obtained  by  application  to  the  family 
doctor  or  to  the  V/elfare  Clinic.  Booster  doses  are  given  by  the 
family  doctor  or  school  doctor  at  the  ages  of  5  and  9  years. 

VACCINATION. 

There  were  66  primary  vaccinations  and  18  revaccinations 
during  the  year.  The  vaccinal  state  of  the  community  is  low'.

It  is  an  unfortunate  fact  that  most  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’ 
Annual  Report  must  be  produced  as  a  series  of  statistical  tables, 
and  it  is  only  when  things  go  wrong  that  interest  is  shown  in  the  work 
of  the  Health  Department  by  members  of  the  general  public.  The 
Public  Health  Committee  Members  are  however  on  a  totally  different 
footing,  and  I  am  very  happy  to  acknowledge  my  gratitude  to  them  for 
their  active  intelligent  participation  in  all  matters  brought  to  their 
notice  during  1952.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  bring  month  by  month  items 
which  need  discussion  round  the  table,  and  to  have  them  properly 
thrashed  out  and  put  to  the  Council. 

With  the  action  now  taken  with  individual  unfit  houses,  a  forward 
step  has  been  made  towards  better  housing  conditions  in  the  town  . 

The  difficulties  of  rehousing  families  from  unfit  properties  are 
very  great,  but  they  must  be  faced  by  every  Council. 


Work  in  connection  with  the  supervision  of  food  supplies  remains 
as  an  important  duty  of  this  department,  and  it  is  with  some  pride 
that  we  may  claim  for  Newouay,  a  very  high  standard  of  food  handling 
generally,  although  we  still  deal  faithfully  with  the  backsliders  and 
try  to  make  the  standard  even  higher* 

Practically  all  the  home  killed  meat  eaten  in  Newouay  is 
slaughtered  at  Lane  Slaughterhouse,  where  every  animal  is  inspected 
by  your  Officers  before  being  allowed  to  be  sent  into  the  shops* 

Inspection  of  food  preparing  premises  and  the  preparation  of  food* 
and  milk  and  ice  cream  sampling  we  regard  as  being  very  important 
in  our  clean  food  campaign,  and  cleanliness  in  licensed  premises  with 
the  provision  of  hot  and  cold  running  water  behind  every  bar  is  our 
aim* 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  TFE  AREA. 


WATER. 


There  has  been  no  change  in  the  source  of  supply  of  the  Towns’water 
but  it  is  hoped  that  the  introduction  of  new  ammonia  injection  plant 
early  in  1953  will  remove  the  unpleasant  taste  and  smell  of  chlorine 
which  has  now  persisted  for  a  considerable  time. 

The  quality  of  the  water  is  very  good,  and  in  spite  of  the  added 
areas  now  being  served  by  the  Company  there  is  a  copious  supply  which 
will  easily  meet  our  symmer  population  requirements. 

There  have  been  156.  bacteriological  examinations  of  piped 
raw  v/ater  and  132.  bacteriological  examinations  of  water  going  into 
supply,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory. 

35* chemical  analyses  samples  provided  satisfactory  resultso 

There  is  no  indication  of  the  water  having  any  plumbo  solvent 
action,  nor  has  there  been  any  action  taken  in  respect  of  any  form 
of  contamination. 

3231  bouses  have  a  supply  directly  to  them  and  150  stand  pipes 
supply  a  number  of  other  properties. 

As  a  result  of  samples  of  water  from  springs  and  wells  in  the 
Crantock  area,  the  Council  are  now  considering  the  extension  of  the 
Company’s  piped  supply  in  this  area. 

drainage  and  sewerage. 


There  is  no  doubt  that  the  time  is  long  overdue  when  the  whole 


of  the  area’s  sewerage  system  was  overhauled  and  reconditioned 
where  required.  Numbers  of  houses  are  still  connected  to  cesspits 
in  areas  which  ought  to  be  sewered,  and  new  houses  being  built  are 
forced  to  include  cesspits  in  their  specifications. 

The  works  at  Tp^ncreek,  St.  Golumb  Minor,  Forth,  Fern  Pit 
and  Gusti-veor  are  far  from  satisfactory,  and  the  streams  which  take 
their  effluents  are  consequently  grossly  polluted.  This  is  a  very 
serious  matter  anywhere,  but  in  a  Town  which  depends  for  its  very  life 
on  its  visitors  the  matter  is  extremely  urgent. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING.

The  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  is  under  the  control 
of  the  Council’s  Surveyor,  and  during  1952  a  new  tip  was  started 
at  Gusti-veor  in  a  large  quarry.  If  proper  care  is  taken  to  apply 
controlled  tipping  methods  there  is  no  reason  why  this  should  not 
provide  a  satisfactory  tip  for  several  years. 

I  very  much  regret  that  the  Council  decided  against  the 
reclaiming  of  land  in  the  Gannel  estuary  by  means  of  controlled 
refuse  tipping,  over  an  area  of  about  thirty  or  fourty  acres,  which 
I  suppose  will  remain  as  forlorn  mud  flats.

Under  this  heading  I  must  include  the  regular  spraying  which 
we  undertake  in  the  region  of  Trenance  Lake  and  Gardens  and  the 
swamps  in  the  Gannel  estuary.  We  still  have  complaints  of  biting 
insects  in  this  neighbourhood  but  in  very  small  numbers  compared 
with  the  complaints  before  the  area  was  regularly  sprayed. 


The  local  cinemas  and  theatres  are  sprayed  with  a  residual 
anti  insect  spray  once  or  twice  in  the  year. 


SCHOOLS. 


Visits  of  inspection  to  school  canteens  have  been  made  in 
the  company  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  suggestions  have 
been  made  to  responsible  people  regarding  apparatus  and  methods. 

RODENT  CONTROL, 


Private  premises  are  dealt  with  and  business  premises  pay  a 
small  charge  where  rats  are  found,  and  the  Council  have  a  system  of 
regular  visits  and  baiting  of  business  premises  for  an  annual  charge. 
Our  aim  is  to  deal  with  small  infestations  at  the  earliest  possible- 
moment  so  as  to  prevent  the  establishment  of  regular  runs  and,  what 
is  worse,  permanent  colonies.  Even  if  the  permanent  colonies  are 
destroyed  at  a  later  date,  there  is  for  the  casual  intruder,  a  system 
of  holes  and  runs  ready  for  immediate  use,  and  a  new  colony  is  set 
up  in  a  very  short  time. 

I  am  very  happy  to  be  able  to  report  a  very  low  population 
of  rats  in  the  town  and  we  hope  to  keep  it  so.

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Council  to  rehouse  the  families  at 
present  living  in  the  Hutments  at  Trebelzue,  Lower  Trewince,  Penrose 
and  Tregustick  as  soon  as  possible,  and  with  this  object  in  view  some  of 
the  new  Council  houses  which  are  to  be  let  early  in  1953  are  earmarked 
for  families  from  the  hutments. 


The  Camping  Sites  in  the  area  require  close  attention,  and  during  the 
year  69  visits  were  paid  to  11  licensed  sites.  It  appears  that  some 
families  are  now  living  in  caravans  or  huts  on  these  sites  from  choice, 
and  we  still  have  the  families  of  men  in  the  Royal  Air  Force  serving  in 
this  area,  who  have  placed  their  own  caravans  on  our  licensed  sites.

SLAUGHTERHOUSE. 


The  fresh  meat  consumed  in  Newquay  is  nearly  all  supplied  from 
Lane  Slaughterhouse ,  which  is  in  St.  Austell  Rural  District.  Your 
Officers  however,  examine  all  animals  post  mortem  which  are  killed 
there,  and  are  responsible  for  the  condemnation  of  meat  which  is  not 
fit  to  be  eaten  by  human  beings. 

The  Slaughterhouse  is  very  poor  for  the  job  to  be  done  there, 
and  I  have  made  many  complaints  to  the  Ministry  of  Pood  who  are  in 
control.  All  condemned  meat  is  taken  away  and  disposed  of  by  the 
Ministry's  agents,

The  provisions  of  the  above  «*ct  are  strictly  enforced  and  15 
persons  are  licensed  as  slaughtermen. 

MEAT  REGULATIONS. 


The  Public  Healt  (Meat)  Regulations  1934  are  satisfactorily 
observed  and  no  contraventions  have  been  noticed. 

The  Newcu.ay  butchers  go  with  their  own  vans  to  the  Slaughterhouse 
to  carry  the  meat  which  has  been  allocated  to  them,  so  that  after 
arrival  at  the  Slaughterhouse  each  butcher  is  responsible  for  the  clean 
delivery  of  the  meat  to  his  own  premises.
